Ideal racing conditions drew ont a mid- 
summer gathering to Harlem yesterday, tbs 
immense grand stand and esplanade in front 
being filled to repletion. A better day’s sport 
could not have betn given anywhere. The track 
was lightning fast, Bessie Spahr’s five furlongs 
in 59%, being eqnal to the track record at that 
distance, while Money Mass cams back soon 
afterward and ran the same distance in 59%. 
Dick Dwyer’s work with the flag was expe- 
ditions and clever, the starts in all cases being 
commendably equable. 

The big event of the day was the Chicago 
Stakes, a dash of one mile for three-year-olds 
and upward with (2, £00 added and a net value 
to the winter of $3,305. Of the ten horses sched- 
uled to start George Arnold and Jimii.ez 
dodged the iBaue. Sam Hildreth's entry, St. 
Marcos and Bolling Boer was made an cdds-on 
favorite but had the public depended on the 
latter to perform for its wagers it would have 
gathered nothing as he was hopelessly beaten 
off from start to finish. In contradistinction to 
his inferior race 8t. Marcos, hie etable compan- 
ion, put up an exceptionally clever race, run- 
ning the mile in 1:38%, or one- twentieth of a 
second slower than the track mark, Sevoy, 
closely followed by Henry Burt, showed the 
way for the firBt eix furlongs, where the latter 
assumed ct mm and turning into the final quar 
ter a length in the lead. Here Knight called 
on St. Mai cos and he responded with a rush 
reaching Henry Burt near the last eighth post 
and passing him with the gieatest of ease. He 
won by two and a half lengths from Reseda 
which finished like a shot out of a gun beating 
the spent Henry Bmt three lengths for second 
place. Reseda’s race was a corker, but she had 
no chance to beat the winner. Sevoy and Head- 
water ran well for six furlongs and then with 
drew, 

Denman Thompson, by his clever victory over 
Fink Coat in the fifth race, a dash of one and 
one-sixteenth miles, bed the distinction of not 
only bsating a high cIbes horse but of establish- 
ing a new track record of 1 :45%, the old mark 
being 1:454. McQyle led by a good margin up 
to the Is st quarter where the hot pace he had 
set began to tell on him and he soon showed 
signs of distress. When well straightened for 
home Pink Coat came fast and s4rongly and 
appeared to have bis field beaten when enter- 
ing the last eighth, but elorg in here Steele 
brought up Eetmin Thompson next to the in- 
side rail with a rush and in a “tabaeco” finish 
won by three-quarter of a length going away. 
Pink Coat was sent the same distance in front 
of the spent McGyle. 

Motey Muss appears to have a mortgage on 
sprint reces hereabouts at present, judging 
from the easy manner in which h6 disposed of 
the fleet Miss Bennett in the third race, a dash 
of five furlongs. The letter led him for the first 
quarter, after which he darted easily to the 
front and. was never afterward in trouble, win- 
ning easily by two lengths, while Mies Bennett 
beat Bummer a half for second place. The last 
named, finisLedireeolntely and wonld have taken 
second ;place in a few more strides, 

Bessie Epahr’s five furlongs in 59% seconds 
was a splendid effort and stamps her a filly of 
good class. She made hsr field look cheap in 
the laet,.eighth. Nellie Waddell held a safe 
lead for a'half mile when Bessie Spahr moved 
np fast and passed her with the greatest of ease 
winning.by threeilengtbe while Nellie Waddell 
beat J. V. Kirby two for second place. 

ThelfirEt.race, a dash of six fnrlongs, went to 
School for Scandal, bnt she had to be driven 
o nt to the last ounce to stall off Emma B.’e bid 



at the end, which beatToah a length for second 
place. 

The long distance affair waa the closest con- 
tested race that has been seen hereabout in 
some time, Hermencia, John McGurk and Ade- 
lante crossing the line noses apart in the order 
named. 

Light Ball ran away with the parse in the 
last race, a dash of one mile and fifty yards. 
He led from start to finish, winning by two 
lengths from Baird. Light Ball chipped off 
two-fifths of a second from the track, record of 
1:43% for one mile and fifty yards.

NEW ORLEANS STAKES. 



In this issne of Daily Racing Form will be 
found the conditions of twenty-one important 
stakes, offered by the prosperous Crescent City 
Jockey Clnb of New Orleans, Their appearance 
is token that the northern racing campaign is 
rapidly drawing to a close and it will not ba a 
great while until the attention of followers of 
the torf will be turned exclusively to the two 
great centers of winter racing— San Francisco 
and New Orleans. It is to the credit of the 
Crescent City Jockey Clnb that it has aban- 
doned the played-out system of guaranteed 
stakes and adds a liberal sum from its own 
treasury to each of these stakes. This, iu con- 
nection with the fact that the purees have been 
raised until ucne will be of less value than $300, 
adds to the dignity and importance of the meet- 
ing and will prove strongly attractive to horse- 
men. 

Among the attractive features are the Inaug- 
ural Handicap, $1,250 added; the Crescent City 
Derby, $2,500 added; the Magnolia Selling, 
$1,C00 added; the Preliminary Derby, $1,100 
added; the CresceDt City Handicap, $1,500 
added ; the Merchants’ Handicap, $1,5C0 added ; 
the Christmas Handicap, the Jackson Handi- 
cap, the George Washington Handicap and the 
Bush Cup Handicap, all $1,250 added, while 
those receiving $1,000 each added money sre 
the New Orleans Handicap, the Audnbon 
Handicap, the Gcntilly Handicap, the Live Oak 
Handicap Sweepstakes, the Cottou Selling 
Stakes, the Club House Handicap, the Da Soto 
Handicap, the Speed Handicap and the Oak- 
land Handicap, Here is $25,500 already arranged 
for, in the first issue of stakes which close Nov- 
ember 14, 1901, It should also be noted that the 
Club has at considerable expense constructed a 
steeplechase course, second to none iu the 
country, and intends giving two or more races a 
week over it during the meeting.

a half furlongs, and tbe Yankee Handicap, for 
two-year-olds, at six and a half furlongs, will be 
the features. On Monday, October 21, the Gold- 
smith Selling Slakes, for two- year-olds, over the 
Eclipse Course, will be decided, while on the 
same day the Water Color, for two-year-olds 
and upward, at two miles, will be a further 
attraction. s 

The Jockey Club has officially sanctioned the 
“no recall’’ system of starting. This system is 
essentially a part of the starting gate. With a 
recall flag the gate becomes a mere lining- up 
machine, whereas when the gate was first intro- 
duced in Australia the idea of a starter having 
a flag to recall his field in case he was dissatis- 
fied with the start was not even entertained. 
There is no question about its being tbe fairest 
system, and the one which leaves the least pos- 
sible chence for dishonesty. As soon as the boys 
once nuderstand.that the release of the barrier 
is a final and absolute start, and that failure to 
break instantly is followed by immediate and 
severe punishment, they will learn to get away 
in a hurry,— Exchange.
